Note II—Candidates falling under R"le 6(c) (ii) 'o (lx) 
who do not belonge to Scheduled Castes and 
Scheduled Tribes are not eligible for ag" coneess-on 
if the” have already ioined anv Government job 
on civil side after availing of the age concession. 

The Ex-servicemen who have already secured 
reenl-r emrtlovment under the Cen'ral Govt, In a 
civil p-wt are. how*ver r-ermlfted 'he benefi' of age 
relaxation as admissible to Ex-servicemen for 
securing another emnl'-vnient in anv higher post or 
sendee under the Central Government. 

Note HI—Candidates belonging to Other Backward Classes 
who ere also covered under any other clau c es of 
Rule 6(e) above, viz. those coming under the 
categorv of Ex-servicemen, persons domiciled in the 
State of J&K etc. will be eligible for grant of cumu¬ 
lative age-rolajtation under both thb categories, 


Note TV—Notwithstanding the provision of age-relaxation 
under Rule 6 (q) (xi) above, a physically handicapped 
candidate will be considered to be eligible for 
appointment only if he/she (after such physical exa¬ 
mination as the Government or appointing authority, 
as the case may be, may prescribe) is found to satisfy 
the requirement of physical and medical standards 
for the concerned Services/posts to be allocated to 
the physically handicapped candidates by the Govern¬ 
ment.

dard in order to fill up the vacancies reserved for them. 

14. (i) After the interview the candidates will be arranged 
by the Commission in the order of merit as disclosed by the 
aggregate marks finally awarded to each candidate and In 
that order so many candidates as are found by the Commis¬ 
sion to be qualified at the examination shall be recommended 
for appointment up to the number of unreserved vacancies 
decided to be filled on the results of the examination. 

(ii) The candidates belonging to any of the Scheduled 
Castes/Scheduled Tribes, or the Other Backward Classes, may, 
to the extent of the number of vacancies reserved for the 
Scheduled Castes, Scheduled Tribes and the Other Backward 
Classes be recommended by tfie Commission by a relaxed 
standard, subject to the fitness of these candidates for selec¬ 
tion to the services. 

Provided that the candidates belonging to the Scheduled 
Castes, Scheduled Tribes and the Other Backward Classes 
who have been recommended by the Commission without 
resorting to any relaxations/concessions in the eligibility or 
selection criteria, at any stage of the examination, shall not 
be adjusted against tbe vacancies reserved for Scheduled 
C astes, Scheduled Tribes and the Other Backward Classes. 

15. The form and manner of communication of the result 
of the examination to individual candidates shall he decided 
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by the Commission in their discretion and the Commission 
will not enter into correspondence with them regarding the 
result. 

16. Success in the examination confers no right to appoint¬ 
ment unless Government are satisfied after such enquiry as 
may be considered necessary, that the candidate, having 
regard to his character and antecedents, is suitable in all 
respects for appointment to the post. 

17. A candidate must be in good mental and bodily health 
and free from any physical defect likely to interfere with the 
discharge of the duties of the post. A candidate who after 
such medical examination us Government or the appointing 
authority, as the casc_ may be, may prescribed is found not 
to satisfy those requirements, will .not be appointed. Only 
candidates who arc likely to be considered for appointment 
will be physically examined. Candidates will have to pay 
a fee of Rs. 16.00 (Rupees Sixteen only) to the Medical 
Board concerned at the time of the Medical Examination. 

Note :—In order to prevent disappointment, candidates are 
advised to have themselves examined by a Government 
Medical Officer of the standing of a Civil Surgeon before 
applying for admission to the examination. Particulars of 
the nature of the medical test to which candidates will bo 
-s’ubjocttd before appointment in Gazetted posts*and of the 
standards required arc given in Appendix II.

APPENDIX II 

REGULATIONS RELATING TO THE PHYSICAL 
EXAMINATION OF CANDIDATES 

These rergulations are published for the convenience of 
candidates and in order to enable them to ascertain the pro¬ 
bability of their coming upto the required physical standard. 
The regulations are also intended to provide guidelines to 
the medical examiners and a candidate who docs not satisfy 
the minimum requirements prescribed in 'he retaliations 
cannot be declared fit by the medical examiners. However, 
while holding that a candidate is not fit according to the 
norms laid down in these regulations, it woidd be permissi¬ 
ble for a Medical Board to recommend to the Government of 

India for reasons specifically recorded in writing that he may 
be admitted to service without disadvantage to Goverumc-nl. 

It should, however, be clearly understood that the Govern¬ 
ment of India reserve to themselves, absolute discretion to 
reiect or accent any candidate after considering the report 
of the Medical Board. For the disabled ex-Defftnce Services 
Personnel the slandards will be relaxed consistent with the 
requirements of the posts. 

1. To be passed as fit for appointment a candidate must 

be in good mental and bodily health and free from 

anv phvsical defect likely to interfere with the effi¬ 
cient performance of the duties of his appointment, 

2. In the matter of the correlation of n«* height and 
chest girth of candidates of Indian (including Anglo- 
Indian) race, it is left to the Medical Board to use 
whatever correlation figures are considered most suit¬ 
able as a guide in the examination of the candidate', 
if there be anv dNm-onovtion with vei-orff tn Height, 
weight and chest girth, the candidate should he hos¬ 
pitalised for investigation and X-ray of the chest 
taken before the candidates is declared fit or not fit by 
the Board. 

3. The candidate's height will be measured as follows : —

The tape will 
be so adjusted round the chest that its upper edge 
touches the inferior angles of the shoulder blades 
behind and lies in the same horizontal plane when 
the tape is taken round the chest. The arms will 
than be lowered to hang losely by the side and care 
will be taken that the shoulders ate not thrown up¬ 
wards or backwards so as to displace the tape. The 
candidate will then be directed to take a deep inspira¬ 
tion several times and the maximum expansion of 
the chest will be carefully noted and the minimum 
and maximum will then be recorded in the centi¬ 
metres thus 84—89, 86—93.5 etc. In recording the 
measurements fractions of less than half a centi¬ 
metre should not be noted. 


N B.—The height and chest of the candidate should be 
measured twice before coming to a final decision. 

5. The candidate will also be weighed and his weight re¬ 
corded in Kilogram; fraction of half a Kilogram 
should not be noted, 

6 The candidate’s eye-sight will be tested in accordance 
with the following rules. The result of each test will 
be recorded. 

fi) General.—The candidate’s eye will be submitted to 
a general examination directed to the detection of 
any disease or abnormality. The candidate will be 
rejected if he suffers from any squint or morbid 
conditions of eyes, eyelids or continuous struoture 
of such n sort as to vender or are likely at a future 
date to render him unfit for service. 

I ii) Visual Acquilv:—The examination for determining 
the acuteness of vision includes two tests, one of 
the distant, the o'hcr for near vision Each eve 
will be examined separately 

There shall be no limit for minimum naked eye vision blit 
the naked eve vision of the candidate shall, however, be re¬ 
corded bv the Medical Board or other medical authority in 
every case as it will furnish the basic information in regard 
to the condition of the eye.

Note (5 )—Night Blindness .—Night blindness need not be 
tested as a routine but only in special cases. No standard 
test for the testing of night blindness or dark adaptation is 
prescribed. The Medical Board should be given the discre¬ 
tion to improvise such a rough test, e.g., recording of visual 
acquity with reduced illumination or by making the candidate 
recognise various objects in a darkened room after he/she 
has been there for 20 to 30 minutes. Candidates' own state¬ 
ments should not always be relied upon but they should be 
given due consideration. 

Note (6)— (a) Ocular conditions other than visual 
acquity -—Any organic disease or a progressive reactive error 
which is likely to result in lowering the visual acquity should 
be considered as a disqulification. 

(b) Trachoma—Trachoma unless complicated shall not 
ordinarily be a cause for disqualification.

Where a Medi¬ 
cal Board finds sugar present in a candidate’s urine by the 
usual chemical vest, ihe Board will proceed with the examina¬ 
tion with all its other aspects and will also specially note 
uuy signs or symptoms eugges ive of diabetes. If except for 
the glycosuria, the Board finds the candidate conforms to the 
standard of medical fitness required they may pass the candi¬ 
date “fit subject to the glycosuria being non-diabetic” and 
the Board will refer the case to a specified specialist in 
Medicine who lias hospital and laboratory facilities at hi# 
disposal.

There is no objection to a candidate being informed of 
the Bord’s opinion to this effect by the appointing 
authority and when a cure has been affected it will 
be open to the authority concerned to ask for an¬ 
other Medical Boerd. 

In the case of candidate who are to be declared tempo¬ 
rarily ‘Unfit’, period specified for re-examination 
should not ordinarily exceed six months at the 
maximum. On re-examination after the specified 
period these candidates should not be declared 
temporarily unfit for a further period but a final 
decision in regard to their fitness for appointment 
or otherwise should be given,

No person will be deemed qualified for admission to the 
public service who shall not satisfy Government, or 
the appointing authority, as the case may be, that 
he has no disease constitutional affection or bodily 
infirmity unfitting him or likely to unfit him for 
that service. 

It should be understood that the question of fitness 
involves future as well as the present and that one 
of the main objects of medical examination is to 
secure continuous effective service and in the case 
of candidates for permanent appointment to prevent 
early pent ion or payments in case of premature 
death. It is at the same time to be noted that the 
question is one of the likelihood of continuous 
effective service and that rejection of a candidate 
need not be advised on account of the presence 
of a defect which in only a small proportion of cases 
is found to interfere with continuous effective 
service.
